(a) an optional adjustable clamp adapted jto adjustably secure the apparatus to an 
element of an orthopedic appliance; 

(b) transducer holder adapted to secure ihe transducer to the apparatus; 

(c) an adjustable connector adapted to adjustably connect the adjustable clamp to the 
transducer holde r, wherein the adjustable connector comprises a shaft extending from the 
transducer holder and a barrel adapted to receive the shaft .

4. (Withdrawn) The apparatus o| claim 3, wherein the hinge elements are adapted to 
be moved along a longitudinal axis of the rigid element. 
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5. (Withdrawn) The apparatus of claim 1 , wherein the transducer holder comprises a 
plate adapted to receive an ultrasonic transducer ami mountable on the adjustable connector. 

6. (Withdrawn) The apparatus of cldm 1, wherein the adjustable connector 
comprises an angled plate having a first leg and a second leg disposed at an angle to the first leg, 
wherein the first leg is adapted to be mounted by the adjustable clamp, wherein the second leg is 
adapted to be moimted by the transducer holde^, and wherein either or both of said legs are 
adjustably mountable. 

7. (Withdrawn) The apparatus off claim 6, wherein the first leg comprises at least one 
slot adapted to receive an adjustable fastener connecting the adjustable clamp to the first leg. 

8. (Withdrawn) The apparatus/of claim 6, wherein the second leg comprises at least 
one slot adapted to receive an adjustable fs^tener connecting the transducer holder to the second 
leg. 

9. (Withdrawn) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein: 

the adjustable clamp comprises one or more hinge elements adapted to be rotatably 
disposed on a rigid element of an orthopedic appliance and adapted to be moved along a 
longitudinal axis of the rigid element; 

the transducer holder comprises a plate adapted to receive an ultrasonic transducer and 
mountable on the adjustable connector; and 
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the adjustable connector comprises an i ingled plate having a first leg and a second leg 
disposed at an angle to the first leg, wherein tl e first leg is adapted to be mounted by the 
adjustable clamp, wherein the second leg is adapted to be mounted by the transducer holder, 
and wherein either or both of said legs are adjustably mountable. 

10. (Withdrawn) The apparatus of /claim 1, wherein the adjustable connector 
comprises an articulating arm extending betwpen the clamp and the transducer holder.
